Many of them, who were 
plunged into the water when two life 
boats were caught between the Reaper 
and the Comanche, while tke Co- 
manche was being abandoned, were 


cared for by residents of Mayport. 
40 Thrown in Water. 

Members of the Comanche crew, 
whites and negroes, worked heroically 
when the two life boats were caught 
between the Comanche and the Reaper. 
One of the boats was crushed and the 
other overturned, precipitating more 
than 40 persons into the water. 

Captain Curry, from scattering re- 
ports, said he believed the loss of life, 
if any, would be small. There were 
more than 60 passengers on board, 
members of the crew said. 

The Reaper and pilot boat Mota 
with the rescued passengérs and crew 
members reached Mayport at 10:20. 

Captain Curry of the Comanche was 
suffering from a badly sprained left 


leg. 
Fire Started in Hold. 

According to the description of the 
fire it was started about 7:30 in hold 
number two, forward, and despite the 
heroic fire fighting efforts of the crew 
the blaze soon spread beyond control. 

The Reaper, which was not far 
away, answered the SOS eall and 
sent ,two lifeboats to the scence. 

The Commanche sent out two life- 
boats, one to the Reaper and one to 
the Mota. 

J. J. Gaudet,. the chief engineer of 
the Comanche, was the hero of the 
disaster, survivors say, rescuing Cap- 
tain Curry and nine others from one 
of the Comanche lifeboats which had 
been swamped. 


No Panic of Spectators. 

There was no panic among the pas- 
sengers of the ill-fated craft, accord- 
ing to the survivors. 

Ed Lawler, of Hartford, Conn., one 
of the first passengers to land, said 
that the rescue work was handled in 
admirable fashion. He said that de- 
spite a heavy sea which was running 


at the time, the passengers were rap-| 


) 4 


idly taken from the sea and the open 
boats. 

“I Jeft the vessel on the second or 
third boat,” Mr. Lawler said, “but 
in that time I saw two boys jump 
overboard and drown. The deck was 
practically a mass of flames toward 
the forward hold and was rapidly 
spreading. As our boats laid by. 
I saw one boat lowered improperly and 
four women thrown into the sea. | 
hever saw them recovered and feel 
sure they were lost.” 

Captain Ed Singleton, of the pilot 
ship, was lauded by the survivors for 


his efficient handling of his boat 
during the rescue work. 

Many passengers were frank in

Three Clyde line steamers have gone 
to “Davy Jones’ Locker” in the past 
year, 

Late last year the Mohawk was lost 
off the Delaware coast. There was a 
large passenger list but there were no 
lives lost. 

In May of this year, the Mohican, a 
vessel transferred from passenger to 
freight service, burned off Cape Cana- 
veral, 130 miles south of Jacksonville. 
The crew was saved, 

Tonight the steamer Comanche, one 
time pride of the Clyde line fleet, lies 
a total wreck by a disastrous fire off 
the coast of Mayport, a little town at 
the mouth of the St. John’s river.

Behind the Scenes in the 
Business World

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NOT GREATLY DIFFER-! 
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New York, October 17.—It is now 
quite clear that the money value of 
‘our crops as a whole this year will 
ibe as great as their money values last 
| year. Some crops, like oats, wheat 
‘and hay, will be worth less. but others 
|will make up for these deficiencies. 
The corn crop alone will be worth 
nearly $500,000,000 more and the hog 
‘erop fully $300,000,000. 
| This is an 
‘country as a whole. In places there 
| will be localized depression, just as in 
| other places there will be 
| prosperity on a large scale. It is well 
to note now that the places which are 
depressed will howl the loudest. But 
,it is also well to remember that taken 
‘as a whole the country, so far as help 
ifrom the farms is concerned, will be 
‘as well off as last vear. 
| In the beginning of the vear IT said 
that business, in any event. would be 
'good this vear. That it would be good 
even if farm business was only fair. 
‘But that whether it rose to approxi- 
imate hoom proportions would depend 
on how far last year’s farm prosperity 
was dnplicated. Now, as it seems 
‘last years prosperity is to be dnu- 
plicated there is good reason to think 
that business, by the time the new 
‘year comes, will have rise to such 
‘levels that we will begin to hear 
again of the importance of action by 
the banks to restrain inflation. 

‘The greatest farm prosperity will be 
‘found in the ecorn belt. Corn prices 
‘will probably hold lower than/ last 
year. But the increase in the crop 
and quality will more than make up 
‘this price decline. The corn farmers 
‘will have money to spend once again.

Total sales ap- 
proximated 1,500,000 shares, making 
it the most active half holiday market 
in nearly 20 vears. 

The wildest speculation again took 
place in the motor stocks. Hudson, 
which opened 2 points higher at 106, 
a new top, broke to 96 and then ral- 
lied feebly. General Motors attained 
new maximum price at 137 and then 
collapsed to 1267-8. Yellow Truck 
broke from 40 3-4 to 35 1-S. Net 
declines of 2 to nearly 3 points also 
took place in Chrysler, Dodge Broth- 
ers A, Fisher Body and Studebaker. 

United States Steel common was 
bid up to 128 1-2, or within about 
'a point of the vear’s high and then 
l broke below 125.* American Can 
closed 3° points lower at 257 1-2.

There was nothing in the day’s news 
to account for the reaction, which was 
generally accepted as a natural cor- 
rection of the speculative excesses of 
the past week.

The new Georgia real estate li- 
cense law, which was enacted by the 
last general assembly, was read and 
explained to the Atlanta Real Estate 
board for the first time Friday on the 
Cecil Hotel roof, when Colonel Rob- 
ert Troutman, prominent attorney of 


Atlanta, explained it in detail to a 
number of real estate men of Atlanta. 

The law covers the real estate sit- 
tation in a more complete and com- 
prehensive manner than any law of 
its kind that has ever been enacted, 
according to Mr. Troutman, who ex- 
pressed surprise that such a law should 
have been adopted by the legislators of 
this state, 

“We have sought to have similar 
laws enacted for the protection of 
the legal profession,” said Mr. Trout- 
man, ‘“‘without success, and it is a 
matter of genuine surprise that I find 
such a splendid statute providing for 
the protection of the real estate pro- 
fession and the general public.” 

“The new law creates a real estate 


commission, composed of three metn- | 
“and a) 


bers,” said Mr. Troutman, 
quorum is composed of two members 
of the board. ‘This commission 
the power to hear the petition of | 
applicants for licenses as brokers and 
salesmen, with the added power 
either accepting or rejecting 
applications. A broker, under’ the 
terms of the new law, must be a man 
of good character and must have other 
qualifications fitting him for the busi- 
ness of operating a real estate brok- 
erace. 
Brokers Stand For Salesmen. 

*“Salesmen must apply for licenses 
through their employing broker, and 
they must also prove that they are 
qualified for the position of a real 
estate salesman. The real estate li- 
cense law is much like the law gov- 
erning securities and insurance, and 
active agents and salesmen must qual- 
ify for the work before they are grant- 
ed the right to do buSiness in this 
state.” 

Mr. Troutman pointed out many 
splendid points possessed by the new 
real estate law, saying that the real 
estate profession, as well as the pub- 
lic will be protected by its provisions. 

The new law provides that it “shall 
be unlawful after the first of Janu- 
ary, 1926, for any person, firm or 
corporation to do business, whether 
operating under an assumed name or 
otherwise, and to engage in the real es- 
state business, either directly or in- 
directly or otherwise, as a real estate 
broker or real estate salesman, With- 
in any county in the state having a 
population of 44,195, or more, without 
first obtaining a license under the 
provisions of this act.” 

Licenses shall be granted by a real 
estate commission created by the same 
act, which are for the purpose of safe- 
guarding the interests of the public 
as well as those of the real estate 
profession. Versons seeking licenses 
as real estate brokers and salesmen 
shall first satisfy the ‘commission that 
they are fitied by their character, as 
well as their business ability and 
knowledge of real estate, and condi- 
tions surrounding it, to conduct the 
office of real estate salesmen or broker. 

Duties Defined by Act. 

A real estate broker is defined in 
the act as a person, firm or corpora- 
tion, who, for a fee or commission, 
transacts q sale, lease or other deal 
relative to the transfer of real prop- 
erty from one person to another—a 
person, firm or corporat ion holding 
duly executed power cf attorney for 
the sale or leasing of real estate; or 
one who collects or attempts to col- 
lect rents, etc., for real property. 

A real estate salesman means a 
person employed by a real estate b: ‘ok- 
er, to sell or offer for sale, to buy 
or offer to buy, to negotiate the pur- 
chase, lease, sale or exchange of real!

The Georgia real estate men have 
fought for many years to secure the 
law that has just been granted them, 
and they are much pleased with the 
provisions that will afford protection 
to them and to the publie. “The 
new law will have the effect of rais- 
ing the real estate profession to the 
same standard that is enjoyed by the 
legal and medical profession,” said a

upon as high a plane as business ethics 
will permit.” 

The Georgia real estate license law, 
according to Mr. Troutman and others, 
who have examined its provisions, car- 
ries not only a larger number of 
provisions for the benefit of all con- 
cerned, but it has more “teeth” with 
which to impose its observance of its 
provisions than any preceding law. 

“We are not content with a law 
that cannot be enforced,” said a men 
ber of the real estate traternity, “and 
the new Georgia law was written only 
after all the laws of various states 
had been studied and the best provi- 
sions of each had been taken into con- 
sideration and given due weight. We 
purpose to make this law stick and 
we are going to stand behind every 
provision of it until the appellate 
courts reverse it, which de do not 
apprehend. 

“We believe the Georgia real estate 
law will become effective and that it 
will put out of business a number of 
men not suited to engage in the busi- 
ness.” 

The cost of a real estate license 
under the new law will be $25 per 
year, with a license fee of $10 for each 
salesman. This license must be renew- 
ed annually and the commission has 
the power either to accept or reject 
the application. 

Penalties are provided for such of- 
fenses as “false promises.” 

For pursuing a course of misrepre- 
sentations or making repeated faise 
promises, either through represcnta- 
tions of agents of false advertising.

This was a prominent landmark 
during the early. history of Georgia 
when it was first inhabited by Ogle- 
thorpe’s settlers and the Indians and 
at one time was a corner in the boun- 
dary of what comprised the state's 
domain, 

Following out their plan of marking 
historic spots the Elijah Clarke chap- 
ter of the D. A. R’s selected this 
place for one of their markers in 
this section. Work on the marker 
was begun while Mrs. E. L. Griggs, 
who suggested the stone, was regent 
and was completed while Mrs. HI. 
J. Rowe headed the chapter. 

Short, appropemte exercises mark- 
‘ed the unveiling. Mrs. Rowe presi- 
led and after the invocation, Chancel- 
| lor Emeritus David C. Barrow deliv- 
ered a talk on the early history of 
the place. He read from a number 
of Georgia historians and exhibited 
maps showing the state of Georgia 
at thetime the corner was a _ land- 
mark in its boundaries. 

He was followed by President Jere 
M. Pound. of the State Normal school, 
probably the state’s leading authority 
on Indian history. Dr. Pound traced 
the growth of the state from the time 
‘Oglethorpe landed until 1775 when 
‘Cherokee Corner became identified 
with the land lines and treaties with 
the Indians. He also gave a short 
account of the Indians who inhabited 
the south and contrasted the future 
| success of the southern tribes as com- 
| pared to the extinetion of the Mo- 
hawks and others from the northern 
states,

McNally, taking his turn at quar- 
ter, had received one of the few suc- 
cessful forward passes executed by a 
team which used to dazzle the east 
with this maneuvre.

On the offensive, Notre Dame, 
which used to be equally good at 
ground and lofty football and famous 
for excellence in both, was now erratic, 
feeble and clumsy In the ground at- 
tack Notre Dame didn’t make a single 
first down until the last quarter. Few 
passes succeeded and one of those that 
did succeed, came at the end of the 
first half and went for naught as the 
whistle chirped, sending the boys to 
the showers and the rubbing slabs in 
the Yankees’ club house.

Tech Penalized Eight Times 

Florida was penalized four times for 
offsides, a total of 20 yards, while 
Tech was penalized eight times, for 47 
yards. 

During the first half Florida made 
only one first down while the Jack- 
ets were ripping off gain after gain 
for 10. The ratio was not quite so 
distressing in the last half when the 
‘Gators made five first downs and Tech 
marked up eight. Florida lost twe 
yards on® one punt. Jones punted 
40 yards to Wycoff who returned It 
42 yards, leaving the ‘Gators in & 
worse fix than when they started. 

Tech's first touchdown was scored 
early in the first quarter. Florida 
won the toss and received at the north 
goal, The two teams exchanged 
punts, giving Florida the ball on its 
own ov-yard line where Chaplin fum- 
bled and Marshall recovered for Tech 
on the Jackets’ Sl-yard line. Then 
the drive began. 

Barron Starts First Drive. 


Barron hit tackle a couple of times 
for a total of four yards and Florida 
drew a five-yard penalty for off- 
side. Darron and Wycoff each gained 
a yard over the line. Williams 
failed at center, but Florida was 
again penalized for being overanxious, 
giving Tech first down. Barron made 
three yards at left tackle. On a dou- 
ble pass Wryeoff gained a yard at 
right end. Barron dodged, through 
tackle for seven yards and another 
first down. Wycoff gained a yard 
at right guard, placing the ball on 
the five-yard line, from which point 
the Tornado’s peerless leader, with 
perfect interference, dashed around 
right end for the first touchdown. 
Williams place-kicked the goal, giv- 
ing Tech a lead of seven points, with 
which they were contented until the 
quarter ended. . 

The second quarter started with 
Tech holding the ball on its own 48- 
yard line. The Jackets marched it 
right on down the field to the five- 
yard line, where Williams missed a 
placement. kick after dropping back 
Ilorida failed to gain and

f's-yard line. 

Sarra Hurt In Drive. 

Another relentless drive carried the 
21-yard line.

A light schedule, Florida’s chief’-hope for victory, proved the nemesis 


The hard shock of a real fight- 


ing machine chilled the Floridians’ spirit for a full half. 


Such a result might well have been expected. 


Florida began the 


season with Mercer, then followed it up with a light double-header against 
two teams, neither of which cculd beat the eleven from Agnes Scotk. 
Then Florida hit Tech, or, more accurately put, Florida was hit by Tech. 


The shock was something terrible. 


In those opening moments the Flor- 


ida forwards were stunned by the ruggedness of the Jacket attack. Short- 


ly afterward, the ’Gators began to crack. 


Innumerable substitutions 


were made because the Florida men were physically unable to stand the 


Severe poundizxg. 
account of physical disability. 
The Florida game vindicated the 


hard schedules which Coach Alexan- 
der has framed for his men _ since 
1920. Tech, battered by Oglethorpe, 
V. M. I. and Penn State, was in prime 
condition to meet the thrusts of the 
Alligators. 

Gave Chances for Big Scores. 

The easy schedule of the ’Gators 
gave them full opportunity for hand- 


some scores, but did not allow much 
in the way of real, hard driving, con- 
centrated opposition. 

Florida must now return to the 
BSWamps and try its fine offense on 
some team Jater in the season. For, 
outside of a desperate pass attack, 
the ’Gators showed not a speck of 
offensive drive. Edgar Jones, Chap- 
Jin and Livingston made a few nice 
end runs, but these were the result of 
individual play rather than team co- 
ordination, 

In speaking of this pass attack, 
begun in desperation and ended in de- 
spair, one must give Florida its due. 
Without exeeption, some of the pret. 
tiest passes ever completed on Grant 
field were Florida’s portion yester- 
day. 

Florida’s lone touchdown combined 
three elements, the forward pass, a 
long run and line bucking. Sut 
speak of the line bucking in a whisper 
for four downs and a penalty were 
required to push the ball four yards. 

Tech Plays Straight Footbail. 

Tech, pursuing the policy so aus- 
piciously begun against V. M. I.. con- 
tinued driving with straight football. 
No wide open football was called. and 
none was needed. The center of the 
line continued to be the favored spot 
for Tech gains. The short end run 
lost some of its former splendor due 
to two factors. First, the soggy field 
kept the Tech interference from put- 
ting the Florida ends on the ground, 
and that same soggy condition of the 
field made cutting back or pivoting 
well nigh an impossibility. 

In the main Tech stuck to 
Straight football, bucks’ off center, 
guard ard tackle. Three touchdowns 
and a field goal declare the saune- 
hess of such a policy. 
if the gume had ended with the 
first half, Florida might have experi- 
enced a certain amount of justifiable 
chagrin at the game, for in the first 
two quarters, ‘lech “made ten first 
downs and 10 points, while Florida 
inade one first down and no points. 

Florida Strengthens. 

The second half was more evenly 
matched. ‘Tech made eight first 
downs for 15 points, while Florida’s 
share was six first downs and 7 points.

MISS. AGGIES 


FALL BEFORE 
TULANE 


New Orleans, October 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.) —Tulane in defeat- 
ing the Mississippi Aggies, 25 to 
here this afternoon started slowly but 
gathered momentum as the game pro- 
gressed and finished with a briliiant 
drive that could not be denied. 

The Mississippians were off in 
front with a field goal from the toe 
of Captain Stone in the first few min- 
utes of play and throughout the first 


two periods showed a better drive than 
the Greenbacks could muster. Tulane 
finished the third period at the heavy 
end of a 12-to-3 score, thanks to the 
ability of Harry Gamble to block 
kicks and the alertness of “Doc’’ Wil- 
son and “Hoss” Talbot in following 
the ball until the misguided punts 
were converted into touchdowns. 

The first score was made possible 
when Captain Lautenschlaeger fum- 
bled-after running a punt back to his 
own 40-yard line.

Aggie Punt Blocked. 

In the second period Flournoy got 
off a 53-yard kick that rolled out of 
bounds inside the Aggies’ five-yard 
line.

Rain Heip To. Tech. 


The rain incrensed Tech's obvious 
advantage over Florida. For Tech 
had three powerful men in the back- 
field to buck the line, while Florida 
was not so fortunate. Worse than 
that, however, the muddy field kept 
Jones and Brown, two scintillating 
side steppers, from showing their 
wares, Jones made several nice gains, 
but had the field been perfectly dry, 
he no doubt would have dazzled the 
crowds with open field ability. There 
is no question about his being one 
of the premier backfield men in the 
south today. Florida endeavored to 
equalize, to some extent, the disad- 
vantage of a wet field by playing Wil- 
liams and Goldstein, tackles on de- 
fense, at offensive end. They worked 
well in this position, but not well 
enough to permit Florida’s gaining a 
great deal of ground at the tackles.

In short, if the 
shipping board had the. semi-judicial 
function and no other, the president's 
recent action would hardly have been 
attempted. 

Has Executive Function. 

But congress—and this is where the 
trouble began—also gave the commis- 
sion an executive function. Congress 
appropriated first $50,000,000 and 
later something like $4,000,000,000 
for the building and 
government-owned ships, and turmed 
them over to the shipping board to 
operate. By that act the board was 
given an executive function. Its exec- 
utive function became rather more 1m- 
portant than its semi-judicial function. 
Most persons indeed forgot that the 
board had a judicial function. One 
may suspect it is likely Coolidge ac- 
tually forgot it. 

In so far as the board has executive 
functions it is responsible to the pres- 
ident. That is admitted as to all ex- 
ecutive commissions. The president is 
responsible to the people for the gov- 
ernment’s money and the government’s 
property. His right to call for the 
resignation of any person holding a 
purely executive position is rarely 
questioned. His right to require any 
person holding an executive position 
to obey his orders is hardly questioned. 

Revoke Power After Year.

After President Coolidge had asked #. 


the shipping board to adopt his one- 
man organization, and after they had 
given the power to the man he named, 
and after this had been in effect for 
more than a year difficulty came.

The shipping board is made up of 
seven members, of whom four must 
be of one party and three of the other; 
and of whom two must come from the 
Pacific coast and two from states bor- 
dering on the Gulf of Mexico. This 
is provided in the act creating the 
shipping board, 
regional composition is the sign of a 
semi-judicial commission—such limi- 
tations are not put on a purely execu- 
tive commission. 

Haney believed the system put in 
effect at the president's request was 
not going well ahd started a move- 
ment within the board to undo it. The 
president heard of this, sent for 
Haney, had a talk with him, and 
asked him to let the one-man system 
continue. Hlaney appears not to have 
promised, and the movement within 
the board to undo the president's sys- 
tem ‘continued. 

Haney Refuses to Quit. 

Thereupon President Coolidge sent 
rather peremptory telegram to 
demanding his resignation.

president has over members of com- 
missions. Under what circumstances 
ean he demand resignations? What can 
he do if resignations are refused?

At any 
given moment there are many conflict- 
ing wants which call for satisfaction. 
and many conflicting appetites which 
demand to be fed. It is a sheer im- 
possibility to do all things that one 
wants. Freedom is found in the abil- 
ity to choose between these wants. 
Should any one want become so domi- 
nant and overmastering that the per- 
sonality could not choose between it 
and others, freedom would be gone and 
there would be left a slavery to an ap- 
petite or an ambition. So one main- 
tains his freedom just so long as he 
maintains his ability to choose be- 
tween the appealing appetites and. mo- 
tives of life. 


So often the contest is between the 
senses and the spirit or, as some of 
us believe, between the temporal and 
the immortal. Eating and drinking 
are not sinful, but they become crimj- 
nal when one feeds his honor to his 
bodily appetites. The acquisition of 
wealth and the pursuit of pleasure are 
not immoral in themselves, but when 
we are called upon to purchase them 
at the price of purity and love, then 
the danger is deep and vital. Only so 
long as one is free to compare and ap- 
praise values, and to choose between 
them, is he free, Only so long as he 
is free, is he the master of his own 
soul. 


“The Road From Rum and 


Ruin.” 


(From Collier’s Weekly.) 


The outstanding conclusion of more 
than a quarter of a million represen- 
tative American citizens who were in- 
terviewed by Collier's representatives 
is that the federal government is 
waging a losing war against alcohol. 
The United States is wetter now than 
it was the day the eighteenth amend- 
ment was ratified!. States and com- 
munities which were dry five years 
ago are now dripping with the booze 
vended by bootleggers. 

Not since human slavery threat- 
ened the very continuance of _ the 
American Union have the people of 
the United States been faced with 
such an emergency. 

The prohibition record of these past 
five years is a terrible exhibit. Hu- 
man nature has been revealed at its 
worst. There are few darker chapters 
in American history. 

The integrity of the national gov- 
ernment has been challenged as ef- 
fectively as by armed rebellion. So 
complete has been the breakdown of 
prohibition enforcement that the ca- 
pacity of the government to compel 
obedience to any law is being serious- 
ly questioned. 

It would be unjust to underestimate 
the effort made by the national gov- 
ernment to enforce prohibition. 

Treaties designed to stop smuggling 
were negotiated with many foreign 
nations. International law was re- 
written to extend the ancient three- 
mile limit out far beyond the Ameri- 
ean shores. A new police navy, 
equipped with various scientific wea- 
pons, was brought into existence. The 
silence of the peaceful waters of the 
Atlantic seaboard is broken nightly 
by the rattle of machine gun bullets 
and the angry explosions of small 
cannon in action. Still bootleggers 
have peacefully plied their trade. 

Looking back five years, it is plain 
now that putting prohibition into pol- 
itics wa@a blunder of the first mag- 


But out of all the corruption one 
great fact stands out. It is this: 
Prohibition was effectively enforced 
by states and by other legal agencies; 
the law broke down only when the 
federal government undertook to do 
for people what they can best do for 
themselves through their local elected 
officials. 


The old Russia of the czars stretch- 
ed the long arms of the imperial po- 
lice across the vast territory to which 
the Romanoffs held title. Local self- 
government did not exist in the Russia 
of the ezars. 

In our experiment with national 
prohibition we have drawn upon Rus- 
sian precedents. We abandoned the 
familiar Anglo-Saxon customs § and 
sought to enforce criminal laws 
through the machinery of a national 
police system. The prohibition agents 
of today are exactly comparable to 
the imperial police of Russia. They

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Mrs. Crosby, of Marietta, 
Gives Sash to Memorial

Less than 20 miles distant, connected by a ribbon-like concrete 
road running westward from Atlanta, the metropolis of the south, lies 
Marietta, nestling in a valley at the foot of civil war-famed Kennesaw 


mountain. 


In this picturesque little Cobb county township dwells Mrs. 


C. M. Crosby, great-great-grandniece of George Washington, the father of 
our country and whose sister, Betty Washington, was the great-great- 
grandmother of the subject of this screed. 

The hand-woven turkey-red silk sash Mrs. Crosby holds in her 
hands in the photograph was worn by the first commander-in-chief of the 
United States army, and hangs in the hallway at Mount Vernon, historic 
American shrine, Washington’s colonial mansion ‘built on the Virginia 


side of the beautiful Potomac river. 


All right of ownership to this relic 


was waived a year ago, when Mrs. Crosby, after having preserved this 
Priceless heirloom in her Marietta home for 35 years, presented it to the 
Ladies’ Memorial association of Mount Vernon. 


Commanded Ragged Continentals. 
A blue and white silk flag, which 
once waved over the headquarters of 


General Washington when he com- 
manded the “ragged continentals” at 
Valley Forge, Pa., was once the prop- 
erty of this Georgian, but has its place 
of honor in the D. A. R. museum in 
this notable village in the Keystone 
state. 

A silver Masonic badge, belonging 
to this illustrious patriot, over 40 
letters written by him to his over- 
seer at Mount Vernon in which he 
directed the management of his 
estate and two paper bills, 
found in his purse at the time 
of his death, are among the collec- 
tion Mrs. Crosby has in her posses- 
sion. Engraved on one bill is “Sic 
Semper Tyrannus,” and says: “Eight 
Spanish milled dollars or their value 
in gold or silver, to be given in ex- 
change for this bill at. the treasury 
of Virginia, pursuant to act of assem- 
bly passed May 5, 1777.” She also 
owns a pair of wonderful Sheffield 
candlesticks which belonged to Chief 
Justice \arshall, coming down to her 
through her grandfat! -, Dr. Spice 
Patrick, who married Virginia Har- 
vey, granddaughter of this distinguish- 
ed American, and Miss Virginia Cros- 
by, of Marietta, was named for this 
relative. Mrs. Crosby organized the

Years ago a young South Carolina minister returned here from his 
conference session to find that God had sent him a little son in his 
absence. The young father, with his heart full of gratitude to God for 
this, the greatest gift to man, at once dedicated his new-born son to the 
mission cause and gave a bale of cotton to send him. 

At this time the only missionary work done by the Methodist church 
in the United States was among the Indians and negroes in our country. 
Years passed and the child grew inte manhood and was one of the first 


from his church to answer the call of China. 


This baby was Dr. J. W. 


Lambuth, pioneer of Methodism in China, Japan and Korea; the father 
of Bishop Lambuth and the grandfather of Miss Marguaretta Park, now a 


missionary in China. 


Since the dedication of this baby the Methodist church has awak- 
ened to the value of the conservation of its childhood and many parents 
have followed the young South Carolina father in the footsteps of 
Hannah and have dedicated their children to definite service for the 


Master. 
to the cause in infancy. 


There are many on the mission fields today who were given 


At Nashville, Tenr., on the records of church history is a long list of 
baby life members of the Woman’s Missionary society. These are babies 
whose parents have given them back to the Master, not with a bale of 
cotton, but with a gift of $5 to prepare the place of service for them. 
North Georgia’s latest addition to this roll is Jean Olmstead Loftin, of 
Newnan First church, and John Newton McEachern Ill, of St. Mark’s, 


Attanta. 


Since the days of the service of Samuel in the temple and the chil- 
dren’s crusade of a later century the children have played a part in 
church history. The women of the Southern Methodist church did not 
have the courage to venture into organized work until the cry of a dis- 


carded Chinese baby, ill with smallpox, stirred them to action. 


Mrs. 


Lambuth, tlre wife of the first. baby of this story, found the little Chinese 
sufferer on a dump heap at the gate of Shanghai and its story caused 
the beginning of the first mission school enterprised by the women of the 


M. E. church, south. 


A few years later Leila Roberts, a young southern girl of rare gifts 
and courage, offered herself for service in Mexico. There were no funds 


to promote the work in this new field. 


The children of Virginia, banded 


under the name of Rosebuds, undertook and successfully financed this 


first work of the women in Mexico. 


Ten years ago a realization of the need of a chair of sociology in 
Scarritt college, the training school of Methodist missionaries, came to 


the leaders of the church. 


Children who knew not even the meaning 


of the word sociology, heard only there was a need in the church and 
answered by saving carefully their pennies for the work and the chair 


was established. 


In the North Georgia conference a few years ago the children caught 
a vision of the child of Japan for Christ and brought that Christmas as 
a birthday gift to the Christ Child an offering sufficient to establish a 
kindergarten in this little island kingdom. 

This year the children of this conference will contribute about $7,000 


to missions. 
The children have the faith, 
have the vision. 


The children have the love and they 
It only remains for the leaders today to hinder not but 


to “suffer” them and the church of tomorrow will be filled with men and 
women with power and vision that will claim the “uttermost part” in His 


name.

Macon Girl Missionary 
Fiscapes Death in China 


Mrs. Thomas H. Morgan, chairman 
of the prayer partnership committee, 
All Saints branch of the Woman’s 
auxiliary to the board of missions, is 
in receipt of very interesting letters 
from those who are bravely giving 
the gospel message in face of great dif- 
ficulties in far distant lands. 

One of these letters, which breathe 
the very spirit of prayer and reliance 
in it, is here reproduced that others, 
taking note of the faith of those en- 
gaged in this Christian warfare and of 
the prevailing prayer back of the bat- 
tle lines, may themselves enter into 
a prayer partnership plan. 

The letter is from Hannah Jewett 
Williams, who though but a girl, went 
out a year ago from Christ church, 
Macon, to teach in St. Agnes’ school, 
Anking, China. 

Macon Girl’s Letter. 
“Shanghai, China, July 8, 1925. 

“My dear Mrs. Morgan: Your kind 
letter telling me of the auxiliary’s 
prayers in my behalf came at a time 
when it was greatly needed. You 
have no doubt heard of the recent 
trouble here in China. Just now ey- 
erything is much more peaceful. We 
are still, however, here in Shanghai 
where we were forced jo run for pro- 
tection. All of our schools in Anking, 
and in fact most of them in all China, 
either went on strike or lad to be 
closed to protect the students in them. 

“Our own school, St. Agnes, was 
forced to close, though every girl in it 
was loyal and did not wish to go. 
At that time, however, we were being 
threatened, both our lives and prop- 
erty, and we thought it best to close 
the school and send the little girls 
to safety. It was well we did so. 
Just after that time our compound 
was besieged and we were held pris- 
oners for two weeks. 

“We never knew at night whether 
or not our homes would be burned 
down. On one day there was a mass 
meeting to decide what would be done 
with us. Over 4,000 people gathered. 
Our friends kept us informed as to 
what was happening. They were most 
loyal though they themselves were al- 


so targets for the anti-Christian ele- 


ment. At this meeting they were not 
allowed to attend. 
Saved From Death. 

“We did not know of one single 
friend in the crowd we could count. 
on. When the meeting opened almost 
tO a man it was against us. Then a 
merchant arose. He had been on com- 
mittees with Dr. Taylor and Bishop 
Huntington to try to better sanitary 
and social conditions in the city. He 
made a speech in our behalf. Out of 


that 4,000 he won over 3,000 to vote , 


against killing and burning. The re- 
maining thousand came to the gates 
of our compound and as we ate our 
suppers we could hear their leader 
describing ways of ending us up, and 
their cheers; but they were held off 
by the others from anything more. 
“We all know that it was prayer 
which made that one merchant rise 
to our defense and helped him to win. 
Just now it is difficult to say what 
will be the outcome. Whether we will 
be able to open our schools again in 
September and keep them open, it is 
impossible to know. We of course 
will try. | 
“We, all, missionaries and business 
people, believe the real cause to be 
the soviet agents’ work here. Beth 
the American and British governe- 
ments have enough evidence to convict 
them of almost anything. It is very 
true that China has suffered a great 
deal of harm on account of foreigners, 


as it is natural on account of the. 
weak state her affairs are in, but the- 
soviets are certainly sowing hate and® 
brutality and where it will all end is®

Mrs. A. J. Dyer, well-known club- 
woman and ‘Tallulah Falls” school 
booster, and herself «1 member of the 
Press association of the state, was in- 
strumental in arranging a visit of the 
association to the Tallulah Falls In- 
dustrial school on the recent meeting 
held at Tallulah Falls. Among the 
delightful comments noted is one from 
the LaGrange Graphic, as follows: 


“One of the most delightful experi- 
ences of the Press association, re- 
cently in session, was the trip, while 
at Tallulah, to the Tallulah Falls 
school. Having heard for a long time 
of this famous school in the moun- 
tains, through the Atlanta press and 
various women’s clubs it was with 
peculiar delight that the visit with 
the Georgia press was made to this 
famous home school in the moun- 
tains, owned by the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Women’s clubs. We marvel 
at the beauty of its appointments, 
glory in the wonderful opportunities 
afforded these fine mountain children. 
If you have never seen if, make a 
pilgrimage to it, for the half has not 
only not been told, but can’t be told. 
There is evidenced in the buildings, 
in their furnishings, in the meticulous 
care of all, in the artistic choice and 
arrangement of things -indoors and 
out, the refinement to be found only 
in the home of a splendid cultured 
woman. There is an atmosphere about 
the place that could come from no 
other source. It is the essence of 
the flower of Georgia womanhood. 
Think of the love of heauty, the de- 
votion to duty. the inspiration to serve, 
of all the federated women of Geor- 
gia compounded and poured as fa 
precious ointment upon Tallulah Falls 
Industrial school. Indeed fortunate 
are the children an its/eare. Besides 
the academic course, training is given 
in manual arts, horticulture, hand- 
crafts, home eare and the duty of 
an American citizen toward God and 
home and native land. Georgia should 
know more, see more of the work 
of this school. The press party, par- 
ticularly the women of the group, 
would gladly have extended the hour 
there to a day. ‘There were so many 
beautiful things to see, so many in- 
teresting things to know.” : 


An additional item of interest 
as follows: 

“At the Tallulah Falls school is 
the chair occupied always by the chief 
of the Cherokees at their councils, a 
great stone chair, placed near a beau- 
tiful rock-curbed well, with wild flow- 
ers and mountain vine, so cleverly ar- 
ranged and so happy to grow in that 
location, that one is almost deceived 
in the thought that nature has placed 
it all there, but you are told that 
it had taken six men and six oxen 
six hours to haul this chair six miles 
to its present resting place. 


C. C. Brantley Writes Article. 


Hon. C. C. Brantley, editor of The 
Valdosta Daily Times, speaking of 
the school and its work, has this to 
Say: “A person who visits Tallu- 
lah Falls and witnesses the majestic 
scenery which abounds on every hand, 
is apt to lose sight of the works of 
mere man, though the marvelous 
things that have been done by the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
in converting water Courses and moun- 
tain precipices into energy that turns 
thousands of wheels and furnishes 
light for almost every town in north 
Georgia, makes one almost lose a 
taste for commonplace things.

Backed by Women’s Clubs. 


Miss Nannie C. Davis is its princi- 
pal, and a most wonderful woman she 
is. It is controlled by a board of trus- 
tees, of which Mrs. J. K. Ottley, of 
Atlanta, is president. Mrs. Ottley has 
been a tireless worker for the insti- 
tution for a number of years, and 
she has been largely instrumental in 
making it what it is. 


educational opportunity to the boys 
and girls of the mountain districts, 
and to raise up leaders among the 
mountain people to carry on the work 
of leadership in the 
communities, Most of the children 
who attend this school come from re- 
mote sections in the mountains. It 
is wonderful how they have been 
transformed by educational influences 
from the raw material to a finished 
product. 

_ "The school has an endowment of 
$36,000 and 17 perpetual scholarships 
of $2,000 each. It shares in the 
Smith-Hughes vocational fund. The 
school has been living very largely 
upon the faith of the women in the 
clubs, as it could hardly exist if it 
were not for the money that it gets 
from these organizations. 


Work of the Young Folks. 


“Last Saturday the editors were 
shown through the different buildings 
and the work which is being done in 
them. Nearly all of the furniture 
was made by the boys themselves. 
while many of the fancy articles are 
the handwork of the girls. It is the 
cleanest, best-kept and most attractive 
place the writer has seen. The build- 
ings are splendid structures, much of 
the work being of flint rock from the 
ravines of ‘Tallulah.

A Delightful Tale of a 
Born ‘Vamp, of In- 
constant Victims of 
Her Wiles and of the 
Unsusceptible Little 
Chap Who Qualified 
As the Nicer Girl's 
Superman 


N the specious suburb’s most 
opulent quarter, where the 
houses stood in a great tract 
of shrubberies, gardens, and 
civilized old woodland 
groves, there were many 
happily marriageable girls; and one, 
in particular, was supremely equipped 
in this condition, for she had what the 
others defined as ‘‘the best of every- 
thing.”’ In the first place, they 
said, Anne Cromwell had ‘“looks;” 
in the second place, she _ had 
‘“money;’’ and in the third place, 
she had “family,” by which they 
meant the background prestiges of an 
important mother and several genera- 
tions of progenitors affluently estab- 
lished upon this soil.

This 
speaker compared Gotham to Baby- 
lon of old, that wicked city, that cor- 
rupt city where they had a thousand 
palaces of sin, hanging gardens, danc- 
ing hours and where they lapped 
wine night and day from stolen golden 
vessels while reclining on cushions of 
Kashmir and resplendent divans of 
Ophir.

She continued her 
verse writing, devoting herself to it 
even more than. before. 

She found free verse bési suited to 
ihe ideas she wanted to express and 
wrote almost exclusively in that form. 
There were rumors that she was at 
work on a drama.in verse and that 
she planned a lengthy epic that would 
deal with American history in an en- 
lireiy novel way. 

According to the stories that are 
told of the quarrel that finally drove 
the Towers apart, the interest Mr. 
Yower had shown in Flora’s literary 
efforts during their courtship did not 
last long after their marriage. He 
began to grow weary of poetry and 
to wish that his bride would come 
duwn to earth and stop her eternal 
verse making. 

Also, it is whispered, Mr. Tower 
was greatly shocked by some of the 
themes his wife treated and some of 
the language she used in her free 
verse. It was altogether too free, he 
thought. 

it seemed to him hardly the proper 
thing for a young wife and mother to 
be singing the praises. of a heroine 
whose rule of Itfe was stated in lines 
ike these: 

And fervently I'll love, 
But yet I would not marry. 

Oiher passages in the poetry his 
wife insisted on reading to him are 
said to have shocked him even more 
than this. He thought her verses had 
too much to say about lawless love 
and other defiances of the conven- 


never 
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tions. And he wished to goodness 
she would chuck her poetic lyre and 
rhyming dictionary out of the window 
and devote herself to bridge and 


dancing, golf, tennis, high diving— 
anything except poetry. 


HAT is said to have distressed 

him quite as much as the poetry 
itself was the bohemian crowd of 
poets, crifics and literary aspirants of 
every kind which his wife’s poetic 
ambitions drew around her. Young 
Mr. Tower had nothing in common 
with them. They were as alien to 
him as the possible men of Mars. 


His father, after accumulating a 
fortune in the coal mining business, 
had devoted himself to diplomacy. In 
things like these, in big business and 
foreign politics, Roderick Tower 
found more to interest him than the 
literary and artistic subjects that are 
discussed in the studios and cafes of 
New York’s Greenwich Village, where 
his wife enjoyed spending so much of 
her time. 

But any talent for diplomacy young 
Mr. Tower may have inherited from 
his diplomat father proved quite un- 
availing to swerve his wife from her 
artistic career. 


The more he protested about her 
verses the more of then: she wrote.

in which Christ 
has and can bless 
mankind, but the 
living spring has 
taught me one 
way. The spring 
is the best illustra- 
tion of the Chris- 
tian life, just as a stagnant pool is the 
best illustration of a selfish life. The 
pool receives but gives forth nothing 
in return and, at last, becomes the 
center of disease and death. There 
is nothing more repulsive than the 
stagnant pool except a life built upon 
that plan. The spring, on the other 
hand, pours forth ,constantly of that 
which refreshes and invigorates and 
asks for nothing. There is nothing 
more inspiring than a living spring 
except the life that it resembles. 

And why is the spring a spring? 
Because it is connected with a source 
that is higher than itself. Christ 
brings man into such vital, living con- 
tact with God that the goodness of 
God flows out to the world through 
him. The frailest human being can 
thus become of inestimable value to 
society. It is only spiritual power, 
received from above, that counts 
largely. If we measure man in units 
of physical power he is not much 
above the beasts; if we measure him 
in units of intellectual power we soon 


reach his limitations, but when we 
measure him in units of spiritual pow- 
er his strength may be beyond human 
calculations. If, as was the case in 
Wales, the prayer of a little girl could 
start a revival that spread over the 
country, resulting in the conversion of 
thousands, what can a life accom- 
plish if one’s heart is full of love to 
God and man? 

The wisdom of Christ could not 
have been supplied by others; there 
were none to supply it. There was no 
source but the inexhaustible fountain 
of the Almighty from which to draw 
that which He gave forth “‘as one hav- 
ing authority.” ‘Who among His 
Apostles of proselytes,’” asks John 
Stuart Mill, ‘‘was capable of inventing 
the sayings ascribed to Jesus or of 
imagining the life and character re- 
vealed in the Gospels? ’”’ 


Parables Stand Alone 

No person, less than divine, could 
have carried the message or rendered 
the service He did to mankind. How, 
for instance, could He have learned 
from His own experience or from His 
environment the startling proposition 
that He embodied in His interpreta- 
tion of The Parable of the Sower? 
“‘The care of this world and the de- 
ceitfulness of riches choke the truth,” 
and yet in that short sentence He gave 
an epitome of all human history. Re- 
forms come up from the oppressed, 
not down from the oppressors—a fact 
which Christ explains in a word. 

He announced the divine order: 
“Seek ye first the kingdom of God 


and his righteousness.” 


Duty to God 
comes first—all other things that are 
good for us will come in due time.~ 


IS parables stand alone in litera- 
ture; they have no parallel in 
the expression of great truths with 
beauty and simplicity through object 
lessons taken from every-day life. 
These truths covered a wide range 


and were embedded in the language - 


of the parable because of the unbe- 
lief of that day. They are increas- 
ingly appreciated as their practical ap- 
plication to all time becomes more 
and more manifest. The parable of 
the Prodigal Son is the most beautiful 
story of its kind ever told and is based 
on an experience through which near- 
ly every person passes, but few of 
whom, fortunately, carry the spirit of 
rebellion to the point of leaving home. 
At that period which marks the transi- 
tion from youth to maturity—from 
dependence on others to self-reliance 
—rebelliousness is likely to be exhibit- 
ed to a greater or less extent even 
where the parents have done every- 
thing possible for the child. 


Christ takes an extreme case where . 


the wisdom and experience of the 
father were scorned; where a wilful 
son insisted upon learning for him- 
self of the things against which the 
father had warned him. He was of 
age; parental authority could no 
longer be exerted for his protection. 
He had his way, and as long as his 
money lasted he found plenty of as- 
sociates to help him spend it; the 
‘“‘bovs” had what the wicked call ‘‘a 
good time.” Then came the sober- 
ing up, the repentance, the humility, 
the return, the father’s welcome, the 
very natural complaint of the other 
son and the parental rebuke—all so 
lifelike and all designed to give an 


emphasis to the love of the Heavenly 
Father and the joy in Heaven when 


a wanderer returns. How many souls 
it has awakened! The thought has 
been beautifully translated into song 
by Rev. Robt. Lowry, in ‘‘Where Is 
My Wandering Boy Tonight?’ which 
has probably touched more _ hearts 
than any sermon delivered since the 
song was written in 1877. 

In passing, note the coatrast be- 
tween the Rich Young Man and the 
Prodigal Son. The former, an exem- 
plary youth, is lost because he put the 
love of money first—we see his back 
as he retires into oblivion. The lat- 
ter, a reckless sinner, repentant and 
forgiven; we leave him at a banquet, 
happy with father and friends who re- 
joice that one who “was dead is alive 
again.” 


Fits Every Need 

HE parable of The Talents has 

shamed a multitude into activity, 
while the parable of The Vineyard has 
been an encouragement to those who 
have neglected early calls to service. 
He used the great preservative, salt, 
to illustrate the saving influence His 
followers would exert on society and 
warned them not to lose this quality. 
He likened them to a city set on a 
hill and to the light that illumines the 
entire house. 

Christ gave the world a philosophy 
that fits into every human need; He 
sounded all the depths. In the first 
and third of the Beatitudes He exalts 
humility—a virtue difficult to culti- 
vate, and even to retain after ene has 
cultivated it. Some one has suggested 
that pride is such an insidious sin that 
the humble sometimes become proud 
of their humility. » Christ sets two 
prizes before the humble—the. poor in 
spirit are to have the Kingdom of

LIND TOM, the most famous 


negro ever born in Georgia, per- 
haps, known the world over for his 
marvelous gift, the ability to correct- 
ly reproduce music, including the 
most complicated and technical ren- 
ditions, was the subject of legal con- 
troversy. General Bethune, of Col- 
umbus, had a contract under which he 
managed the prodigy and had general 
Supervision of his affairs. This con- 
tract was questioned, in some way, 
and got into the courts. At Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, a decision in favor of 
General Bethune was rendered. Im- 
mediately after it was announced, 4 
white man and a negro left Cincinnati 
for Columbus in an effort to induce 
Mingo, the father of Blind: Tom, to 
break his contract with General 
Bethune. 

Twelve thousand dollars in specie 
was offered the old man, who was 
then out of slavery less than a year. 
The actual money was exhibited and 
was spread before him in a most 
tempting manner. 

Mingo was not inclined to break the 
engagement and sought the advice of 
Mack Stewart, the pastor of the color- 
ed Methodist church in Columbus, 


telling him of the offer made. . The 
pastor asked him if he had made a 
contract with General Bethune. He 
replied in the affirmative and added 
that he was more willing that his son 
should be with him fhan anyone else.

FIRS TAID FOR FROSTBITE. 


N answer to a query about’the 
proper method of dealing 
with a frostbitten ear or 
cheek I said that it was not 
necessary nor even advisable 

to apply snow or ice, and this seemed 
so contrary to Hoyle that a northern 
Michigan road commissioner who has 
probably had considerable experience 


with frostbite wrote for furtner light 
on the question. He was surprised to 
find that I advocated warm applica- 
tions instead of cold, he said, for in 
his country they had always assumed 
that slush or snow was the best appli- 
cation. He said that if warm applica- 
tions were equally effective and pro- 
ductive of no bad after-effects, they’d 
like to know about it. The road com- 
missioner got the signs crossed a bit, 
for | did not advocate warm applica- 
“tions. 

Another reader sent in a clipping, 
evidently from a newspaper, which 
seems to refute my queer teaching: 

“Snow and Ears.—Why do you put 
snow on a frozen ear? Why not thaw 
it out with hot water?.”’ This question 
was asked a physician Wednesday. 
He replied that hot water would thaw 
out the ear too quickly and that gan- 
grene might set in, with the result 
that the ear would be lost. Teamsters 
and men who work outdoors frequent- 
ly freeze their ears in Detroit during 
the cold snap, he says. They always 
‘use snow or cold water to extract the 
frost.” 

What Detroit teamsters use doesn’t 
interest me half so much as the queer 
notion that ‘‘gangrene might set in” 
if the freezing is too suddenly stopped. 
This would almost imply that freez- 
ing is rather good for ears. 

But wait a minute. I have here a 


letter from a woman of scientific 
training, who Says: 

“I was interested in your recom- 
mendation of certain treatment for 
frostbite. I write to inquire what hap- 
pens in an animal cell when it is 
frozen. 

“In plants, | believe, it is accepted 
that water is extracted from the cells 
and crystallizes in the intercellular 
spaces. If the thawing is very gradual 
this water may be again absorbed by 
the cells with no injury (provided the 
freezing has not been too severe.) 

I think I haa unconsciously as- 
sumed the same for animal tissues and 
thus had accepted the gradual thawing 
in the customary application of snow 
to the frozen part, as correct treat- 
ment.’’. 

The scientific sister can certainly 
write a mean letter. She leaves no 
loose ends for one to seize upon to 
turn her around and send her in the 
right direction. The truth is, as I 


hate to admit, that 1 don’t know what : 


happens in the cells of animal tissue 
when it freezes. All 1 know is that 
any degree of frostbite, like any de- 
gree of burn, is an arrest of the circula 
tion in the tissue involved; if the cir- 
culation is not restored in a few min- 
utes, death of the tissue involved— 
necrosis or gangrene, this is called— 
follows. The process. whereby this 
death of tissue occurs, either in freez- 
ing or in a burn, is thrombosis, that 
is, Clotting of the blood in the minute 
bteod vessels which supply the area 
affected. Whether the frostbite (or 
burn) be of the first degree (just 
reddening and swelling of -the skin,) 
the second degree (formation of blis- 
ters or blebs.) or the third degree 
(gangrene with subsequent loss by 
Sloughing of the tissue destroyed, 


leaving ulcers,) the pathological pro- 
cess is aS I. have described. 

I have had no experience whatever 
in the treatment. of freezing of the 
body, but I have had sufficient ex- 
perience in the first aid treatment of 
frostbite to be convinced that the 
snow treatment is irrational, one of 
those legendary rites which have been 
handed down to us by the hallowed 
forefathers, like the tail on the pre- 
scription symbol which we doctors 
still employ in every day practice. 


4 VEN in one of the great classics, 
“Surgery by American Authors,”’ 
edited by one of the world’s greatest, 
the late Dr. Roswell Park, I find this 
suggestion in the edition published 26 
years ago: 

“The treatment when a large por- 
tion of the entire body is frozen con- 
sists in gradual application of warmth. 
This is done by putting the patient in 
a cold room, rubbing him with a 
sponge soaked in cold water, later 


putting him in a cold bath (60 de- 
grees F.) the temperature of which 
is gradually raised to 90 degrees in 
the succeeding three or four hours.” 
Curiously enough, a very successful 
method of treatment for typhoid fever 
known as the Brand bath was much 
used when typhoid was prevalent 25 
years ago, and in such baths the pa- 
tient was lifted from bed by four at- 
tendants into the portable tub, in 
which the water was at about 90 de- 
grees F., and then while ail four 
nurses applied constant friction with 
the hands leaving the patient’s body 
the temperature of the water in the 
tub was gradually reduced to 75 de- 
grees or sometimes as low as 70 de- 
grees in the course of a 15-minute 
bath. The great value of the Brand 
bath was not the reduction of the fever 


but the general stimulation which this 
procedure gave. It particularly clear- 
ed the stupor, tremor or delirium, and 
Slowed and strengthened the heart 
action. 


Whatever may be the rational man- 
agement of the apathy, stupor, sub- 
normal temperature, slow pulse and 
Shallow or difficult respiration in-a 
case of freezing of the body as a 
whole, I should not apply cold to such 
a victim. | 

But we are talking about ordinary 
frostbite of the nose, cheek, ear, toe 
or finger, and the proper first aid 
management of such cases. The ap- 
plication of snow, ice or cold water 
does not stand the test of theory, in 
my judgment, and the first aid treat- 
ment of such frostbite without the 
use of cold applications proves most 
satisfactory in my experience. 

It seems-to me that there is mad- 
ness in the popular method of dealing 
with such accidents, and in the advice 
still given by physicians who’ are per- 
haps a trifle too tolerant toward medi- 
cal tradition and timid about depart- 
ing from the course laid down by 
their medical preceptors. 


Perhaps most of the complications 
following simple frostbite are attribu- 
table to the complicated treatment. 
The popular remedy is really worse 
than the injury itself in many cases. 

The enthusiastic first aid amateur, 
anxious to play the Samaritan in a 
thoroughgoing fashion, is prone to as> 


sume that if a little is good more is ~— 


better, and the victim of all this leg- 
endary pathology is lucky if the treat- 
ment doesn’t finish the freezing of his 
ear or his cheek altogether. 

Now, then, dear children, the first 
rule of first aid, in frostbite is to keep 
cool, of course, that is, just comfort-

Successful Studying 
REVIEWING FOR EXAMS. 
To begin with the things you mustn't 
do in reviewing for an examination: 
Never wait till the last minute, just 
before the examination, to try and 
cram everything into your -head at 
once. Lots of people do this, but they 
are rather foolish and vain to think 
they can accomplish this way what oth- 
er people cannot. They are foolish, 
particularly, because they will have to 
work twice as hard to learn in a few 
hours what some one else who started 
a couple of days before learned in less 

time. 

This is the way you can learn best 
and quickest. It was discovered as the 
result of experimental tests in learn- 
ing, so itis not just my opinion, but a 
scientific fact. Start two or three days 
ealy and read over your material. If 
you have taken notes, or outlined it, 
sv much the better, as you will have 
a good foundation to start. If you 
will rely on your textbook, you will 
have a much harder time. If the 
material is not too jong, read it all; if 
it is, read chapter headings, subhead- 
ings and margin notes; anything 
which will give you an outline to work 
on. If you really want to do the 
thing right, write down an outline or 
condensation of material. Then put 


3h your book away for that day. 
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Take it up again the next day and 
look over the same material. You will 
have forgotten part of it, but it is 
quickly reealled by glancing at the 
missing parts. Then fill in informa- 
tion about the events you have in your 
mind from this outline. See how much 
you know before looking at the book. 
If you know one event pretty 
theroughly, do not study it, but work 
on one you do not know. Get all the 
material pretty well in mind, then put 
it away and go amuse yourself. 

Suppose the examination is the next 
morning. Vlan to go to bed early, 
but before you go, take another peek 
at your books. This time, see bow 
much you can recall before you look 
anything up. Don't bother at all to 
go over the things you know, but look 
up what you couldn't remember. Dont 
study very long this time, but go to 
bed and to sleep. You will find you 
are surprisingly well-informed in the 
morning. 

This method will be even more suc- 
cessful if you can work in one more 
study period, say between the second 
and third times.

How to Play Football 


FOLLOW 
THROUGH 


MOUN 
OF EARTH 


This is the third of a scries of 
of lessons which bring out the 
most imporiant points which 
every boy should know who wants 
to learn to play football right. 


The best method for placing the ball 
for a kick-off is to build a little mound 
of earth five or six inches high and 
place the ball on this mound with its 
axis at an angle of approximately 45 
degres toward the opponents’ goal, as 
shown in the illustration. 


Hit Ball at Lower Point 


The kicker’s toe must then hit the 
ball at the lower point. As he starts 
ferward toward the ball he should 
keep his eyes glued on this point, and 
then should remain there until after 
the kick is made. 

A good kicker starts from a mark 
about 10 yards away from the ball and 
runs through naturally. As he comes 
up to the ball his left foet should be 
placed about six inches in the rear and 


‘to the side of the ball. 


Right Foot Swings Through 
His right foot should swing through 
with the toe held naturally and the 
leg muscles tense. The kicking foot 
should follow through as high and as 
far forward as possible, giving the 
kicker more distance.

It is man’s fault 
if he allows anything to come between 
himself and the Heavenly Father. 
Surely, nothing is more to be desired 
than the unelouded vision. “Thou 
shalt have no other gods before me,” 
is the first of the Commandments 
brought down from Sinai and = its 
primacy is indorsed by the Sviour ; 
the sixth Beatitude expresses the same 
supreme requirement. No false gods, 
not even self—the most popular of all 
the false gods—must be permitted to 
come between man and his Maker. 

Christ puts into simple words some 
ot the great rules for the interpreta- 
tion of life. ty their fruits ye shall 
know them.” has become a part of the 
language of the civilized worid. “Do 
men gather grapes of thorns, or figs 
eof thisties?”’ He asks. “A good tree 
eannot bring forth evil fruit. neither 
an a corrupt tree bring forth good 
fruit.” Here a great spiritual prin- 
ciple was announced. We must con- 
sider the nature; nothing less than a 
elhange in the nature can change the 
fruit. A bad heart is just as sure to 
bring forth bad thoughts and bad deeds 
as the thistle is to bring forth thorns, 
And so the good heart is just as sure 
to vield good deeds as the grapevine 
is to yield grapes or the fig-tree is to 
yield figs. Look at the tree, there- 
fore! the fruit will take care of itself. 

In the Sermon on the Mount, in 
which He embodied such a wealth of 
moral precept and spiritual counsel, 
He warned against investments in 
that which would divert the affections 
from the great purpose of life. “Lay 
not up for yourselves treasures on 
earth, but lay up for vourselves treas- 
ures in heaven.” “For where your 
treasure is, there will your heart be 
also.” It was the heart that He 
dealt with—always the heart, in 
which man does his decisive thinking 
and ott of which are “the issues of 
life.”

The Master dealt with the begin-

He eut out the 
bad purpose at its birth before it had 
time to develop. He says: 

And if thy right eye offend thee, 
pluc ‘k it out, and east it from thee: for 
it is profitable fer thee that one of 
thy meinbers should perish, and not 
that thy whole body should be cast in- 
to hell. And if thy right hand offend 
thee, cut it off, and east it from thee; | 
for it is profitable for thee that one 
ef thy members should perish, and not 
that thy whole body should be cast 
into hell (Matt. 3:20). 

This may scem like a harsh doctrine | 
and yet it is merely an application to 
morals of a salutary principle that all 
understand when applicd by the sur- 
geon. <A finger is often removed to | 
save the arm; and an arm is remov- 
ei to save the body. <An eye, too, is 
often removed toe have the sight of 
the remaining eye. Is eye or arm or 
body more impertant than the soul? 

Christ understoed relative values in 
the spiritual world. He used the mate- 
rial things in life to illustrate values 
in the realm of the ideal; He used the 
things that are seen to make under- 
standable the eternal things that the 
senses cannot comprehend. 

Longed for Souls 

His depth of affeetion—His longing 
for souls—is beautifully set forth in 
Matthew 23:57 when He uses the most 
familiar object in the animal kingdom 
t» express His solicitude: “O, Jerusa- 
lem, Jerusalem, thou that killest the 
prophets, and stonest them which are 
sent unto thee, how often would I 
have gathered thy children together, 
even as a hen gathereth her chickens 
under her wings, and ye would not!” 

And yet this gentle spirit who would 
net break a bruished recd—who went 
about doing good—was wont to blaze 
forth with hot indignation gainst 
serdidness and systematized injustice. 
Hear His fierce denunciation of the 
“seribes, Pharisees and hypocrites

Wendell Phillips has given a splendid 
paraphrase of this wonderful utter- 
anee, He says, “How prudently most 
men sink into nameless graves, while 
now and then a few forget themselves 
into immortality.”

Purge Heart of Hatred. 

He was not thinking of relief to 
wrong-doers when He made forgive 
ness a cardinal prineiple in the moral 
code that He promulgated. It was not, 
l am persuaded, to shield fro:;n just 
punishment one whe dees injury to 
another, but to save the injured from 
the paralyzing influence of the thirst 
for revenge. It is only rarely that 
one has an opportunity to retaliate, 


+» tbut the desire of retaliation is a soul- 


| destroying disease. Christ would purge 
tthe heart of hatred and make love the 
‘law of life. 

When the Heavenly Father reserved 
to Hlimself the right to avenge in- 
juries Tle eonferred an inealeuvlable 
just as He did

Not a heart could beat, nor could the 
lungs expand if their movement had 
been left to the voluntary act of man.

Only when few in a 
generation can hope to enjoy an 
honor do we call it a great honor.
